Disloyalty Charges Against 
the Lawmakers Results 
in an Engagement.

ASHINGTON, Sept. 28. — Hot 
debate, culminating in a phys- 
ical encounter between Rep- 
resentatives Heflin of Alabama and 
Norton of North Dakota, was pre- 
cipitated in the House today by a 
report from the Rules Committee 
that it had decided not to act on 

any of the various resolutions for 

an inquiry into whether members of 

Congress have been influenced by 

German money. . SN 

At adjournment tonight the two 
belligerents were clamoring for an 
opportunity to addréss the House, 
and other members whe want an 
inquiry were striving to have one 
ordered in spite of the committee's 
report. Discussion will be resumed 
tomorrow with demands from both 
sides of the House for investigation 
of Mr. Heflin’s charges that several 
mem have not acted loyally. 

POU EXPLAINS. 

Chairman Pou explained, in sub- 
mitting the Rules Committee re 
that an inquiry would interfere with 
sweeping investigation of the use of 

German money now being made by 
the Department of Justice. He said 
Representative Heflin had not re- 
flected on the integrity of any mem- 
ber of the House end had 
in the heat of debate. Some loud 

groans greeted the latter statement. 
Chairman Pou argued that while 

an inquiry was being made by the 

Department of Justice the House 
should not interfere, thereby pos- 

sibly granting immunity to some 


persons.

EW ORLEANS (La.) Sept. 28.

MEXICO PUTS EMBARGO 
UPON EXPORT OF GOLD. 


Will Refuse American Bills, Silver or 
Drafts in Payment of Taxes. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


EXICO CITY, Sept. 28.—After 
October 1. the Mexican gov- 
ernment will refuse to accept 

American bills, silver coin or drafts 
on the United States in payment of 
Federal taxes and duties. 

A decree announcing this gives as 
& reason that the American govern- 
ment having prohibited the export 
of gold it is impossible to change 
bills for gold. American gold coin 
will be accepted for taxes at the 
rate of two for one. 

PRESIDENTIAL DECREE. 

A P. NIGHT WIRD | 

EL PASO, Sept. 28.—By Presi- 
dential decree, received here today, 
all gold out of Mexico in the form 
of ores and concentrates must be 
returned to Mexico within ten days 
of its exportation, and 25 per cent. 
of the value of all silver ore or con- 
centrates must also be returned in 
the form of gold bars; national or 
foreign gold coins. 

The decree was received in code 
by Mexican Consul-General G. M. 
Seguin, and copies distributed to 
Americans owning mines in Mexico. 

Mining men here say it may mean 
the abandonment of plans for re- 
opening mines producing large 
values in gold and silver, and the 
closing down of those now in op- 
eration. | 

The decree also prohibits the ex- 
portation of Mexican gold or silver 
coins, gold in bare or any other 
forms of the metal. The third clause 
in the decree declares that export- 
ers of mineral ores or concentrates 
of all kinds having more than sit 
grams of gold per ton will have to 
reimport gold in bars for coinage 
or in national or foretgn coins of 
equal value to. the gold content, ac- 
cording to the assay. 

Under the decree exporters of ores 
or concentrates containing over fifty

grams of silver per ton must re-| 
import 26 per cent. of the value of 


these ores in the form of gold bars 
or coins. Exporters must give bend 
for reimportation of the required 
amount of gold, and this gold will 
be delivered to the mint within 
thirty days after it is reimported. 
If reimportation is not made within 
ten days the bond will be declared 
forfeited. 

Mining .men here said tonight it 
was impossible to anticipate how 
great an effect the decree would 
have upon the mining industry of 
Mexico. There now is an emba 
against the exportation of gold and 
silver from the United States, and 
thev said this would have to be lift- 
ed by means of special licenses be- 
tore any gold could be reimported 
to Mexico. The decree also would 
mean the retention in Mexico of 
every ounce of gold produced, they 
said, making it difficult for Amer- 
ican-owned companies to meet their 
obligations tn the United States. 
They said they would make no ef- 
fort to reopen their mines until the 
decree was given a trial.

CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—The Federal 
government today delivered a sec- 


ond smashing blow at the lawless

The move of the 
Department of Justice, which began 
weeks ago in the simultaneous raids 
on headquarters of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, reached a 
climax with the indictments in the 
Federal courts of 166 leaders and 
tmaembers of that organization and 
the prompt arrest of more than 100 
of them, including William D. Hay- 
wood, the general secretary and 
treasurer. 

Haywood and the others were 
brought in in_motor cars driven by 
society women, members of the Navy 
Relief Society, who for weeks have 
put their automobiles at the cal! of 
agents of the Department of Jus- 


Haywood was held in $25,000 
bond and the others of lesser weight 
in the organization at $10,000. Some 
of those taken in the first raid 
proved merely loungers about the 
LW.W. headquarters and were re- 
leased after beirg examined. 

SECTIONS OF LAW IN CASE. 


The sections of the espionage law 
of the United States code under 
which the men were indicted, read 
as follows: 

“Whoever, when the United States 
is at war, shall cause insubordina- 
tion, disloyalty, mutiny or refusal of 
duty in the military or naval forces 
of the United States or shall wil- 
fully obstruct the recruiting or en- 
listmert service of the United 
States to the injury of the service 
or of the United’ States, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than 
$10,000 or imprisonment for twenty 
years, or both.” 

Section 6 of the United States 
Criminal Code forbids conspiracy to 
overthrow the goverr ment or to take 
any of the property of the United 
States, and violations of this code 
are punishable by a fine of $6000 
and confinement for six years. or 


Section 19 prohibits intimiation of 
citizens and carries a fine of $5000 
and imprisorment for ten years.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 28.—As- 
sessment of fines aggregating hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars against 
many wealthy Californians, banks 


erd corporations, with the possibil- 
ity of indictments being brought 
against them by the Federal grand 
jury for evasion of the income tax 
lew, was foreshadowed in a report 
today by C. E. Boulden, who left 
for Washington to lay the results of 
his investigations before, Treasury 
Department officials. 

According to Boulden, he had 
been investigating for some time the 
actions of persons and corporations 
that have failed in the last few years 
to make returns of their annual in- 
come, although the law makes such 
returns mandatory. 

Neither falsity or fraud ts in- 
volved in such action, it was point- 
ed out. The specific complaint is 
that the persons and firms accused 
failed to make any report whatever. 

Boulden’s investigation revealed 
that nearly 100 banks in California, 
Hawali and Nevada failed to make 
the special bankers’ tax returns at 
the time the law providing for such 
return was effective. The govern- 
ment holds that this failure, despite 
the repeal of the law some time ago, 
constitutes an offerse punishable by 
fine and increased taxation. 


FARMERS PLEDGE AID. 


(BY A. P DAY WIRE.) 

PEORIA (Ill.) Sept. 28.—George 
A. Smith of Salt Lake City, retir- 
ing president of the International 
Irrigation Congress, was today elect- 
ed president of the International Dry 
Farming Congress at the closing 
business session of the farm con- 
gress here. Other officers elected 
were: First vice-president, Frank 
G. Odell, Omaha; second vice-presi- 
dent, T. J. Harris, Winnipeg.

We approve the ac- 
tion, expecting an early price adjust- 
ment of other commodities to corre- 
spond.”

LONDON, Sept. 28. — The “last 
will and testament” which the Brit- 
ish private frequently writes into the 
little army “pay book” which he 
carries with him wherever he goes 
is an interesting study. Wills made 
in the trenches are. legal without 
witnesses, and the soldier's own sig- 
nature is all that is required to 
make such a will acceptable toe the 
courts. Even if the signature is 
lacking, the will still may be ac- 
cepted if there is evidence as to the 
handwriting or intention of the tes- 
tator. In every case the War Office 
authorities "make every effort to 
carry out the soldier's wishes, how- 
ever crudely they are expressed or 
however fanstastic they may be.

Viscount Milner Tells Kaiser 
Wilhelm How to Get It. 


Answer to Talk Filtering in 
from Germany. 


Allies to Carry on War Un- 
falteringly to End. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 
LONDON, Sept. 28. — Viscount 
Milner, Minister without portfolio 
in the British War Council, speaking 
today at the American Luncheon 
Club, declared against ‘any peace 
with the unrepentant German rul- 
ers. Touching on the entry of the 
United States inte the war and the 
moral significance of it, Lord Milner 
evoked a tremendous outburst from 
these at the luncheon when he said: 
“I feel that your country and 
mine are now united by something 
far stronger than any written pact 
or alliance—namely, absolute 
unity of motives and w 
ANSWER TO PEACE TALK. 
Viscount Milner’s speech obvious- 
ly was an answer to the peace talk 


which has been filtering from Ger- 


many in past weeks. He declared 
that it was the intention of the En- 
tente Allies to pursue “unfalteringly 
and resolutely to the end” their 
crusade, so that the “world shall 
be a better place to live in than be- 
fore—a world dominated by other 


law than the law of the Jungle.” 
“In the cont bet ween 
aggressiveness, naked and wun- 


ashamed, with unbridied lust for 
power, on one side, and the awak- 
ened conscience of the rest of the 
world on the other, there can be 
but one war aim for us,” Viscount 
Milner continued. “Our war aim is 
this: That the kind of justice which 
Germany meted out to Belgium 
shall in the future be impossible on 
this earth. In the face of that war 
aim nothing else matters.” 

Viscount Milner quoted Admiral 
Von Tirpitz as deciaring at the 
launching of a new party in Ger- 
many a few days ago: . 

“It must be stated that it is not 
wrong, but right, that has been done 
to Belgium.” 

REPLY TO VON TIRPITZ. 


Viscount Milner continued: “This 
is our reply thereto: It must be stat- 
ed once and for all that until doc- 
trines of this kind are abandoned 
there can be no peace for Germany, 
no intercourse with the rest of the 
civilized world, no chance of regain- 
ing the place she has jost.” 

After directing attention te the 
fact that virtually three-quarters of 
the inhabited world was now alien- 
ated from Germany, Lord Milner 


said: 
“Germany's profound mora) isola- 


tion is beginning te tel] on her peo- 
ple. Pin your faith as much as you 
like to blood and iron, there are ma- 


terial as well as moral disad- 
vantages for those who have fallen 
outside the pale of the civilized 
community and have forfeited the 
respect of civilized peoples. For a 
nation which has taken so large a 
Part in human intercourse and held 
so high a place in human advance- 
ment, this is no light matter. 
“There are signs that this — 
is beginning to weigh on the 
and depress the spirits of the Ger- 
map people.

BIG HOTEL FOR 


NINTH AND HILL! 


Metropolitan Project to be 
Started Soon. 


Tenant Secured and Details 
Being Perfected. 


Plans Call for Building of 
Fourteen Stories. 


A $1,000,000 fourteen-story hotel 


of the most metropolitan type will 
be started within a short time at 
the northwest corner of Hill and 
Ninth streets, if negotiations now 
well along and favorably shaping 
take the expected turn. The Con- 
solidated Realty Company, which 
owns the site of the projected im- 
provement, has practically agreed to 
arrangements whereby a syndicate 
of local capitalists will erect the 
building, while a well-known local 
hotel man stands ready to take a 
long-term lease on the pfoperty as 
soon @ the other parties to the en- 
terprise have come to a compl 
understanding. 

The project in its present form is 
the outgrowth of plans that had 
been hanging fire for a number of 
years, the owners of the corner hav- 
ing themselves for a long time had 
in mind the erection of a modern 
hostelry on the site.

One nefarious practice of attorneys of 
low ethical standards (if, indeed, they 
have any sense of ethics at all) is the 
practice of using cappers and runners in 
and about jails, by which they get into 
immediate touch with unfortunates 
charged with crimes, who have no knowl 
edge of any particular attorney, and who 
are induced to part with their money in 
the hope that the particular capper and 
the attorney with whom he is in league 
may have some especial influence that 
may enable the victim to escape punish- 
ment. 

Nothing could be more reprehensible 
or more at variance with the practice of 
honest, reliable lawyers who have a re- 
gard for the ethics of the profession. It 
would serve a most useful purpose if 
these. hounds of the law could be trapped 
and disbarred—simply kicked out of the 
profession. They are as wary and as 
elusive as a fox; but ft is to be hoped 
that if any such are now engaged in this 
kind of enterprise, some way may be 
found to put an end to their activities.

Facing the ques 
tion frankly and bluntly, California's pro- 
duction is not more than half what it could 
be if capital and labor were not jointly 
shackled by governmental! restrictions. 

Here are great fertile fields for the in- 
vestment of capital; but no inducements 
are offered for capital to invest. A half 
million acres of fertile 


been possible to have modified 
during the progress of the war to the 
tent that these hundreds of thousands of 
fertile acres would not now be fdle.

Senator Johnson seems to 
imagine that the production of the mills 
and factories of this country will be in- 
creased by taxing al) war profits 80 per 
cent. It is not enough that the Federal 
government fixes the price for material 
that it desires and makes the purchases for 
the other Allied countries as well. Senator 
Johnson proposed to stimulate production 
by putting a further tax of 80 per cent. on 
the 10 per cent. profit which the govern- 
ment purposes to allow. 

Such legislation would be treasonable to 
the cause of liberty and democracy. In an 
industrial war like the present the side will 
ultimately win that can maintain fits pro- 
duction at the highest point for the great- 
est number of years. Whatever lessens 
production tn an Allied country sete further 
in the future the date of honorable peace 
and increases the toll In blood. During the 
great German drive on Verdun the work- 
men in French ammunition factories le 
bored frantically for eighteen hours daily. 
Had they worked on an eight-hour sched- 
ule Verdun would now probably be inside 
the German lines. American ammunition 
helped. If France had stopped to haggle 
over percentages, she would have lost. 

True statesmen, men big enough to be 
worthy the name, are devoting their entire 
energies to increasing production in this 
country by every honorable Means. 
are seeking to offer inducements to private 
capital to invest in agricultural enterprises, 
in mills and tn factories. To secure invest- 
ments of capital there must be a guarantee 
of stability and a prospect of profit. Sen- 
ator Johnson has aligned himself with La 
Follette and Gompers and that clique, who 
are doing their utmost to paralyze the in- 
dustries of our common country at this 
crucial time by depriving capital of both.

Janeiro to New York, in November, 
1915, had a unique sight on board one 
afternoon, such as one would never expect 
to find on board a ship. It was nothing 
less than a fight between two big snakes, 
and ended in the bigger snake completely 
swallowing the lesser, which, by the way, 
was a very poisonous one. 


‘The steamer on that occasion had a full 
complement of passengers, comprising 
mostly the delegates and their families, 
from Brazil, Argentina, Uruguay and Para- 
guay to the Scientific Congress that was 


held in Washington, D. C., in December, 
1915. 


One of the most prominent delegates from 
Brazil happened to be Dr. Vidal Brasil, the 
founder and director of the Serumtherapic 
Institute at Butantan, near the city of Sao 
Paulo. Dr. Vidal, like most great scientists, 
is of a modest and retiring disposition. He 
has devoted his life to the study of the life 
and habits of snakes, and to finding anti- 
dotes for the bites of poisonous reptiles, and 
has in this rendered a very valuable service 


.to mankind. 


And, as Dr. Vidal’s fame is well known 
all over this continent, it is also natural that 
the entertainment committee should call 
upon him to request of him the favor of con- 
tributing to the entertainment of the pas 
sengers by telling them, some afternoon, 
something about his snakes. This he readily 
agreed to do, and brought up about a dozen 
boxes, containing his pets, to let loose upon 
the billiard table in the palm house back of 
the smoking-room, one after the other, and 
explain their habits. 


The Mussurama (Pronounced Mussurahma.) 


One of the last specimen produced was a 
snake about seven to eight feet long, as 
thick as a man's wrist, with a flexible 
bluish-gray body, covered with iridescent 
seales and a pink belly. This was the 
Mussurama, a native of Brazil, which, among 
nonpoisonous snakes takes the first place, 
on account of its utility. It is entirely harm. 
less and tame and subsists exclusively on 
other serpents, preferably the poisonous 
ones. The specimen produced by Dr. Vidal 
Was so tame that it allowed a lady to take 
a up and wind it around hef neck, and 
seemed pleased with it. 


The Jararaca (Pronounced Shara-raka.) 


Next Dr. Vidal produced a Jararaca. The 
Cascavel, or rattlesnake, is fortunately not 
so plentiful in Brazil as in this country, but 
its place is taken by the Jararaca, the most 
common and most poisonous among the 
smaller venomous snakes of Brazil. There. 
are several varieties. the one most to be 
feared being the Jararaca Cruzeiro, which 
grows three to five feet in length, has a 
brownish grey body with black markings 
and a black cross on its head. It corre- 
sponds to the Fer-de-lance of Martinique, the 
most poisonous snake known, and is danger- 
ous especially because it is lazy and does 
not get out of your way, nor does it give 
warning like the rattlesnakes. 

The specimen produced by Dr. Vidal was 
about three feet in length, and as soon as 
Dr. Vidal emptied it from its box on to the 
billiard table, it tried to get away. No 
sooner, however, had the Mussurama spied 
it, than it glided up swiftly and before the 
Jararaca had time to turn and defend itself, 
the Mussurama had, with a strike swift as 
lightning, seized it by the neck just back of 
the ugly triangular head. 

Now began a struggle for life on the one 
side, for death on the other, the two snake 
bodies coiling around each other, rolling, 
wriggling and lashing the billiard table with 
their tails in their frantic efforts. But the 
Jararaca had no chance, its enemy, know-

far into the interior to fnd them. They are 
found in Brazil, one would have to g0 
Brazil, in the immense valley of the Amazon 
River and its tributaries. This extensive 
basin, being low ground, consists partly of 
swamps and forest jungie, into which white 
man seldom penetrates. The forest and 
vegetation is so dense that the sun cannot 
get through to the ground, and being right 
under the equator, the continux! oppressive 
moist heat makes this jungle and swamps 
the ideal breeding place for the big snakes 
and other reptiles.

In fact if caught young it 
may be tamed, and the natives of the Ama- 
zon Valley frequently keep them around 
their houses instead of house cats, as they 
keep the place clear of rats, mice and other 
vermin, and even of larger marauding ani- 
mals. You can buy these snakes in the mar- 
kets of Para, Manaos and other North Pra- 
zilian ports, where they are offered for sule 
im boxes, like chickens or rabbits, and the 
owner will hau] them out and demonstrate 
them to you. 


The Sucuruju or Anaconda. 


The Water Boa Constrictor is the largest 
known snake in existence, growing to the 
length of thirty to forty feet and the thick- 
ness of a man’s upper leg. 

The Sucuruju, although not poisonous, is 
vicious and cannot be camed like the Gibola. 
It will go for a man as it would for an ani- 
mal, and it all depends on the man’s pres- 
ence of mind as to what may happen when 
a Surucuju makes his one quick and dan- 
gerous loop around his body or neck. If he 
is frightened and loses his presence of 
mind, which is quite excusable under the 
circumstances, he is lost. But if he can 
stand the choking grip of the snake for some

DBight-year-old 
Ellen did not tread the boards, she walked 
on air. Alas, it was a case of pride. before 
a fall—a literal fall flat upon a smal! back. 
For the little Mamilius dragged after 
him a darling the exact copy of a 
child’s toy on a Greek vase, and when told 
to run and play, awkwardly tumbled over 
its handle, sprawling backward upon the 
stage floor in a most ignominious manner. 

Alla Nazimova, born in the Crimea. made 
her first bow to the public at 12, not as an 
actress, but as a violinist of great promise, 
her decision to take a dramatic course when 
sent the next year to study music at the 
Conservatory at Odessa one of the surprises 
fate sometimes springs upon an astonished 
world. 

Ruth St. Denis, born on a New Jersey 
farm, made her first appearance in an ama- 
teur performance of “The Old Homestead,” 
given in a district schoolhouse, taking the 
part of Whistling Joe, while between acts 
Delsarte.”

Two Kinds of Successes. 


For there are two kinds of successful 
songs. Those titat go straight into the 
hearts of the people and last for generations 
and those that sweep the country, flare up 
like a powder explosion and are gone al- 
most as quickly. 

This first class isn’t the “popular song” 
in the accepted sense of the word, though 
on a dictionary diagnosis they are the most 
popular ever written. 

In this class, for example, are “Aloha,” 
“Heart Bowed Down,” “Silver Threads 
Among the Gold,” “Forgotten,” 


These are more popular than any “popu- 
lar songs” ever written. Our fathers and 
mothers and our grandparents played and 
sang them. So do we, and so will our 
children. They will last forever. 

But where is the “popular song” of yes- 
terday? 

I am not going to quote the words popu- 
lar song any more because during the rest 
of the story you understand that I use the 
phrase in its modern acceptance. It saves 
an awful lot of work on the typewriter, and 
thie happens to be one of those hot days 
when I'd much rather be down at Venice 
listening to the latest tunes 
a machine delving into 
edification and because 
his gun in my (face 
through.’”

Just keep your base an even four 
four time and «ive to your treble the effect 
of starting the measure with an eighth 
note, the second a full quarter, the third 
note a quarter, then two eighth notes and 
you have the simplest form of rag. The. 
rag effect is gained by making your four 
base notes even and emphasized. 

Observe that the treble is half a cat 
short. All right, complete the measure with 
another eighth note and join it to the first 
note in the next measure. That is, don’t 
strike the first note in the next measure 
but hold from the measure before. Hit the 
base though. It is this thump in the base, 
coming when the right hand is still, which 


paign. I was too much of a kid to swear 
to it now, but I think it was the first elec- 
tion of Harrison that brought “Comrades” 
to the front.

The first tremendously successful 
song, though, was “After the Ball.” 
records date from this event. 

But like many another thing, this great 
waltz somg was able to profit by an equip- 
ment that the other songs I've mentioned 
didn't possess. 

By this time, the publishers had begun 
to realize that when a song got over, it 
went as big in San Francisco as in New 
York, and got ‘em on the farm just as 
surely as it did im the city. 

Distribution then, was the thing, and 
when “After the Ball” was placed on the 
market, it was probably the first song that 
one could buy everywhere in the country. 
Even then, distribution was crude to what it 
is now, and advertising was unknown, 
which makes the triumph even the more 
great and memorable. 

“After the Bali,” according to the music 
doctors, made a hit for two reasons; swing 
and sentiment. The tune is simple and 
easy to remember, while the line “many a 
heart is aching after the ball” made people 
think. 


Success Brings imitators. 


All 


Every popular song which has been a 
success has brought forth a flood of imita 
tors. Often the imitations are really better 
than the origina) hit, but very rarely do 
they score as tremendously. 

“Sweet Rosie O'Grady” and “Annie 
Rooney” came out and both made good. 
These two were waltz songs, and with 
“After the Ball” held the fort for quite 
some time. 


The Gallop and Coon Song. 


Then one of those things happened so 
characteristic of the American public. It 
tired of waltzing. Look at the old dance 
programmes.
